The District Magistrate, Alleppey has reported to Government 
that the tension between the workers of R. S. S. and Communist 
Party of India (Marxist) in Chennithala , Thriperumthura , 
Thekkekara and Kannamangalam Villages in Mavelikara Taluk and 
Kurattissery Village in Chengannur Taluk , consequent on the 
murder of two R. S. S. workers at Thriperumthura of Mavelikara 
Taluk as a result of the clashes between R. S. S. and CPI (M ) 
sympathisers still prevails and that there is likelihood of further 
clashes in the area between the members of those parties. The 
District Magistrate, has therefore requested that the prohibitory 
order may be extended . Hence this notification .

The District Collector, Alleppey has reported to Government 
that the tension between the workers of R. S. S. and Christians 
who are reported to be the sympathisers of Communist Party of 
India (Marxist ) in Mavelikara Village of Mavelikara Taluk , conse 
quent on the clashes between R. S. S. workers and Christians still 
prevails and that there is likelihood of further clashes in the area 
between the members of those groups. The District Collector , has 
therefore requested that the prohibitory - order may be extended . 
Hence this notification . 
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
